W hereas this Proclamation was confirmed by Thos 
ma being changed into Theawraujohn , ſoit is now af- 
firmed, and for Confirmation of re truth in this de» 
clared, I do ſubſcribe my name Thean Roam Tannijah 
Leader of the Peoples. 

Now hear all Peoples and Nations ; whereas I was 
commanded by my holy Jehovah,to retract from ſpeak- 
ing unto any Perſon for 34 dayes, and 21 of the ſame 
days to ſee no perſon,all which I have performed, and 
inrhar time I have received my pattern- way and work, 
as alſo this inſuing declarative: andas NOAH his Ark 
was his declared obedience from faith in fine received, 
which faith and obedience was and 1s madneſs untothe 
world; to which obedience the worlds ſentence was, 
What will this mad man do 2 will he cauſe this Veſſel 
to go upon the dry Lande and Paul was mad unro the 
p:oples then, bur the end js faichs Coronation: So now 
hall many Idiors ſay of rhis Inſert; but know yee 
peoples the ſtouteſt heart ſhall fail in this great day of 
Jubilee ; for it 15 the high and mighty Reyolve in Je- 
hovatis Frame, unto which ſacred, high and mighty 
name let all peoples bow, 


Upon 
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uU Pon the 18 Sceneat twelve a Clock in the night, 
the word of my Jehovah came unto me, ſaying, 
Write out this Edict, my Command, ſaying, Who a- 
mong the Inhabirants of les, England, Scotland, and 
Treland, is for the returning unto Hzeraſalem that good 
Land, given unto our Fathers ſo long ago? Now who 
amoneſt che Inhabitants of the whole earth, will recurn 
urto Hiernſalem? Letan infertation amongſt chem be 
drawn, and their names ſubſcribed in a Roll of Parch- 
ment ; for the Town, and City, and County , and let 
that Record be ready the twelfth of Iunenext in our 
1553. forafter that Record is received and reviewed, 
there is ro go forth another Edi, and after thar ſecond 
Edi&, there goeth forth che rhud Edidt ; and thatis all 
my 7ehavah and your 145 hath commanded me for to 
co, tolift up my voice three times for the gathering of 
the People. Bur it is not by multitude chat we ſhall 0- 
vercome, bur icis 1ehovah's might thar ſhall bring us 
into our owne Lind, and our ancient inheritance, even 
Samiria and the fix Nations unto her regency belong - 
ing. For Jehovah is good andjuRt, and faithful in all his 
wayes, who will do this great work, but not by men, 
but by his owne might ſhall wein his ſtrength reduce 
the ſeven Nations unto our royal ob:dience , that we 
may partake of the good of the !ehgvah's goodneſs 
promiſed, as we havetaſted of his wrath for our Re- 
bellions. 

So my Brethren this isto let you.know the good 
that our 7ehovah will bring us unto, even a Land that 
fiowerh with milk and honey, a fruitful Land, che glo- 
ry of the World, ſraels inhericance: therefore ye be va- 


[ant in walking in the ſtrength of obedience; thar is, 
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the ſacrifice that ſanRificth us 11 and to our 7ah, for 


by obedience we are received into life. For my Bre- 
thren, obedience is the key that doth unlock the door 
into that goodly gooa Land here, and that goodly 
good hetitanſial reſt in the celeſtial centre, where is 
rejoycing in full ſtrength 1n glory; which obedience 
ts the inlecring into that regency. 

Thus ſaith {ehovah unto his Servant Theanroam, your 
King and High Prieft by the holy anointing received 
in and by fire, and alfo the holy and ſandifying Law . 
and everlaſting Covenant. In fire I have received them 
from that terrible and everlaſting burnings, that is a 
conſuming fire unto all not purifyed. Therefore by 
fire am I purifyed, for ro ſtand betwixt my Tehowvah and 
you his people; for he hath conſecrated me in holy 
fire ro ſtand betwixt you and himſelf, for ro conſcene 
with him, and to declare unto you the things that he 
commandeth unto you. Now hear O ye people whar 
your 14h commandeth, for by that name 14h will he be 
known to you. But you are commanded upon pain of 
death not ro name lehowah; for in and by that ſacred 
name Tehovh is he known unto me, being your High 
Prieſt the holy anointed of my Tehowah and your 14h ; 
thatis in and by hiseverlaſtingneſs, which is ſignified 
by his name 7ah, Ir ſhall be thus O ye holy ones ; for 
you ſhall be no more 1u44h and Iſrael, or Iſrael and Ine 
dah, but the holy Ones of your 14h and my tehowah , 
for my Tehovah hath wrought his mighty work, for ro 
bring them two 7#4ah and Iſraet into one ſtick in my 
hand. For my Lineage Genealogically runs from 70- 
nathan the ſon of Saul in Rehyboarss line, that holds 7/- 
rae, and alſo inthe line of David, that holds Tdah ; and 
both theſe conjoyned in Aarons houſe, and confirmed 
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in and by the High prieſthood, as by Genealogial de- 
monRſtration in the true recorded Records:for the dark- 
neſs lies in Aaron, becauſe he ſtands reckoned in the 
Tribe of Levi, and he was and is of che Tribe of Reu- 
ben. Thus his Father was of Levi, but the woman 
was a Reubenite ; and the Tribe's dignity doth carry ir 
in the Statute Genealopically. Thus 'it was Reubens 
royalty in and over all the Tribes , tha:, whoſoever 
without exception, (ſhould have a Wite given unto him 
out of the Tribe of Reuben,the man ſo receiving loſt 
his name, and his inheritance was recorded under Reu- 
ben, and all his Children were Reubvenites for ever.

had promiſed, that David ſhould have a Son to ſtand 
before his Throne in the glory of his Majeſty. 

Now hear, O my People, Thus ſay I Theauroam King 
of the ſeven Nations, and High-Pricſt by the holy A- 
nointing by fire received, and in fire I haye received 
che holy Law aad high and holy Covenant; and by 
the ſame high and holy and pure divine and ſacred A- 
nointing,am alſo confirmed Recorder unto our Tribes, 
being nov thirteen, as alſo Captain general, and your 
Leader unco Hieruſalem under my ſupream Lord:& King 
Jeho- 
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Zehovah,there in the place that my 7ehovah my ſupream 
hath ſer me in by his holy anointing. I Theauroam your 
Captain General, do will and command that ye ob- 
ſervethis my command, that ye live honeſtly unto all, 
and in a peaceable prelervable way unto this State 
where ye row live: And although I go Leader by an 
undubi.tcd righr, King and ſupream Vicegerent upon 
and over my {even Nations,yet am [| inthis Nation the 
meaneſt ſubjeit, My Brethren, kaow that humility is all 
the foundations, and the greateſt giory if ic be viewed 
with true figiit; 2s you ſee a fair or rare houſe builded, 
you look upon its high (trucure, and thar you praiſe ; 
but you do not then ſee its greateſt glory, which js its 
daft, or foundation wich is in the earth ; thar, even 
that is the houſes true glory, for it rs the ſtrong ſtrength 
that beareth che houſes frame. O my Brethren ! if rhar 
j}aſt State were but viewed with true eyes, you would 
become low?r,and then you would become truly high; 
and then are ye our Jah's his lovelineſs, for height 
withour a ſure ſarbaxed ſtrength inthe ſoale of ir, can- 
not continue : So now I have done all, but uttering my 
Voice. This is the firſt, Wales, becaule in her true right 
ſhe ts regent over England ; for the Natives are in Wales, 
and rhis is the firſt houſe in this Land I am command- 
ed rocall unto, which is the houſe of Darby. Who in cr 
of the houſe of Dar%y will go unto Hieruſalem, and build 
the Temple of our Jah ihe grearJehovah? Who in or of 
Pembrook. and Moztgemcry will go up 2 Who of Cartha- 
margain? Who in Brecnack will go up unto Hiernſilem, 
and buiid che Temple of our J4þ and the great Jeho- 
va? Who'in Radzal will go up? Who in Limpſter will 
g0 up? Who in Cardiff will go up, and build the Tem- 
ple in Hieruſalem? Who in all and of all,wales and Eng-

ple unto our J«h the grear Jehovah 7 ler them ſubſcribe 
their names as is abovelzid, and theRecords ſhall be re - 
ceived in every County, and ſodrawn into Rolls, for 
there is to be three ſubſcriptions.

'Thus Saw! is the qurt- 
ward appearance called man, on which ſtature all out- 
ward eyes do look, and David is the intenſe wiſdome 
in-thar appearance, ſeated within for the guidance of 
the outward figure ; for the outward figure is weak,and

O my People, even ye whom I have choſen, ye 
holy Ones, this is my command upon you, That ye do 
forſake all the faſhions of the Gextiles, in which ye have 
ſo long delighted your ſelves, with all their deccirful 
Sorceries and Wichcrafts, ye ſhall not follow them in 
any thing that they do, for they are the Children of my 
wrathful curſe; therefore follow nor their waies , leſt 
ye be partakers of their plagues that I Jehovah will 
bring upon them, for ro cut off their memorial from 
off the Earth. Therefore hear and obſerve, This is thy 
manner in thy Salutations; which Salutarions of the 
Gentiles is a Monſter-begetting, or a begetting-Mon- 
ſter. Thus ſhall it be amongſt ye my People, that when 
ye meet one another, as when the man meereth with 
the woman his friend or acquaintance, Jhe ſhall nor 
put off his Hat unto her, as the Gentiles do in their meer.

Now the 
reaſon why T Jab» do command this manner in Saluta- 
tion, it is this : for by kiſſing is cauſed a fermentation 
whereby the bedy is diſeaſed or diſquiered by the 
breath received from anyone or other; for the breath 
hath in iis intenſe Nature an intrinſecal begetrix in its 
includement, for the breath is abſtracted from all _ 
breathings, and is included into one abſtract; and if 
either the man or the woman be not ſtable in them- 
ſelves, then into the ſtrength of rhe others breathing 
there is a contraction in its feif, though the party be 
never moved in their intenſes; thar is, his or her mo- 
tion was never awakened by ir. For breathing in one 
another and to ons another is the mother Begetrix of 
all luſtful brutiſhieſs, So much for your Salutes or 
kiſſing one another.
